CAMPUS  COMMUNITY  RAISES  FUNDS 
TO  ASSIST  BELOVED  PROFESSOR 


Students  gathered  around  Assistant  Professor  of 
Mathematics  Marge  Mcllwain  at  a  social  held  in  her 
honor  on  December  17,  2002 


For  the  past  seven  years,  a 
Christmastime  tradition  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College  has  been 
a  home-cooked  “calculus  reunion 
dinner”  hosted  by  Assistant  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Mathematics  Marge 
Mcllwain.  However,  a  farming 
accident  last  August  left 
Mcllwain  paralyzed  from  the 
waist  down,  causing  her  to  take 
a  leave  of  absence  from  the  Col¬ 
lege  during  the  fall  semester.  So, 
on  December  17th,  in  place  of  the 
calculus  reunion,  members  of  the 
SJC  community  prepared  a  special 
gathering  for  her,  offering  her 
cookies,  punch,  and  a  check  for 
$1,067.  The  funds  will  be  used  to 
purchase  all-terrain  wheels  for 
Mcllwain’s  wheelchair,  which  will 
allow  her  to  maneuver  through 
rougher  surfaces  with  less  diffi¬ 
culty. 

“This  event  allowed  the  tradition 
of  her  calculus  reunion  dinner  to 
continue,  even  if  it  wasn’t  carried 
on  in  the  traditional  way,”  com¬ 
mented  Director  of  Academic 
Services  Stacey  Russo,  one  of 


several  people  involved  in  plan¬ 
ning  the  social. 

SJC’s  student  body  raised  the 
capital  for  Mcllwain’s  new 
wheels  in  several  ways.  Four 
hundred  and  sixty-four  students 
“gave  up”  one  of  their  meals  in 
SJC’s  cafeteria  in  December 
and  donated  the  proceeds  to 
Mcllwain’s  fund,  while  SJC 
chapters  of  both  the  Alpha 
Lambda  Delta  freshman  honor 
society  (for  which  Mcllwain 
served  as  advisor)  and  Fellow¬ 
ship  of  Christian  Athletes 
contributed  to  the  fund  through 
their  organizations’  budgets. 

“We  [the  students]  knew  that 
faculty  and  staff  were  making 
meals  for  Marge  and  things  like 
that,  but  we  wanted  to  do  some¬ 
thing  to  help  out,”  explained 
senior  Mathematics  major  Sarah 
Hachey,  the  student  coordinator 
for  the  gathering. 

Mcllwain  returned  to  the  class¬ 
room  for  the  winter  semester. 
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SJC  Revamps  Business 
Administration  Division 

In  August  2003,  the  Business  Administration  Division  will  bring 
forth  improved  majors,  minors,  and  courses.  The  majors 
include  Accounting,  Accounting  with  a  CPA  Track,  Business 
Administration,  and  Management  Information  Systems.  New 
minors  include  Human  Resource  Management,  Business 
Administration,  and  Accounting. 

“Today,  there  are  many  challenges  in  business  that  require  stu¬ 
dents  to  have  a  broader  base  of  knowledge  than  ever  before,” 
said  Associate  Professor  of  Marketing  and  Management  and 
Department  Chairperson  Linda  McFarland.  “We  are  changing 
the  program  to  expose  students  to  that  broader  knowledge  base. 
Students  will  be  more  cross-functional  in  the  approach  they 
have  in  business  problems.” 

A  unique  element  of  the  Business  Administration  major,  the 
Division’s  newest  program,  is  a  junior-year  course  entitled, 
“The  Crucible.”  “The  Crucible”  is  a  hands-on  course  that 
divides  students  into  “businesses”;  with  their  “co-workers,” 
they  will  be  challenged  to  study  specific  businesses  and  solve 
possible  problems  actual  businesses  may  face. 

As  with  every  major  at  SJC,  students  majoring  in  Business 
Administration  will  begin  courses  in  their  major  as  early  as  the 
first  semester  of  his/her  freshman  year.  “[The  new  program] 
means  your  business  studies  are  spread  out  over  all  four  years,” 
said  Associate  Professor  of  Economics  and  Finance  Michael 
Oakes.  “You  get  time  to  let  tough  material  and  concepts  sink 
in.  By  your  senior  year,  you’re  starting  job  interviews  with  a 
maturity  and  business  perspective  we  think  no  students  from 
other  business  programs  can  match.”

SJC  Brings  New 
Life  to  Deteriorating 
Ecosystems 

The  Biology  and  Environ¬ 
mental  Science  Depart¬ 
ments  at  SJC  have  recently 
joined  forces  to  carry  out  the 
Prairie  and  Wetland  Restora¬ 
tion  Project.  The  project  will 
target  approximately  thirty- 
five  acres  of  land  from  areas 
of  Lake  Banet,  meadowland 
near  SJC’s  wastewater 
treatment  plant,  and  several 
cornfields  on  College  property. 

Associate  Professor  of  Biol¬ 
ogy  and  Environmental 
Science  and  Project  Coordi¬ 
nator  Bob  Brodman  has 
already  begun  work  on  the 
project  with  several  students 
from  last  semester’s  Envi¬ 
ronmental  Systems  class, 
performing  tests  on  the 
designated  sites  and  conduct¬ 
ing  research  to  monitor  their 
progress.  “Our  goal  is  to 
provide  habitats  that  wildlife 
can  use,  and  a  place  where 
students  can  learn  and 
conduct  studies  about  the 
environment,”  he  explained. 

The  project,  which  will  take 
approximately  ten  to  fifteen 
years  to  complete,  is  cur¬ 
rently  being  financed 
through  grants  from  the 
NiSource  Environmental 
Challenge  Fund  and  the  U.S. 
Wildlife  Service.  Funds  will 
be  used  to  purchase  neces¬ 
sary  provisions  and  employ 
additional  workers  as 
needed.

Brian  Eddy  ’02,  who  graduated  from  SJC 
in  December  and  is  the  former  president  of 
the  College  Republicans,  explained  that  the 
idea  to  obtain  such  a  flag  came  to  him  last 
fall.  “In  one  of  our  meetings,  I  brought  forth 
the  idea  of  purchasing  a  U.S.  flag  flown  over 
the  Capitol  and  then  donating  it  to  SJC,”  he 
said.  “I  desired  for  the  College  Republicans 
to  leave  a  mark  on  campus  to  signify  that 
we  care  wholeheartedly  about  SJC.” 

After  the  idea  was  approved,  the  College 
Republicans  contacted  the  College 
Democrats  for  additional  support,  and  the 
organizations  purchased  the  flag  together  for 
a  minima]  cost.  At  Eddy’s  request,  the  flag 
was  flown  on  Saint  Gaspar’s  feast  day,  and  members  of  both  clubs 
presented  Mills  with  the  flag  before  the  start  of  the  winter  semester. 

Caleb  Kopczyk,  the  current  College  Republicans  president,  believes 
the  flag’s  presence  will  promote  feelings  of  patriotism  and  unity  on 
campus.  “By  having  a  flag  flown  over  the  Capitol  it  shows  that,  to 
the  United  States,  everyone  matters,”  he  said.

Lourdes  Grotto 

The  Lourdes  Grotto  was  built 
during  the  summer  of  1 898  in  the 
southwest  grove  under  the  inspi¬ 
ration  and  direction  of  Faustin 
Ersing,  a  C.PP.S.  student,  and 
dedicated  on  the  Feast  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception,  Decem¬ 
ber  8,  1 898.  It  commemorates  the 
appearance  of  the  Virgin  Mary  to 
Saint  Bernadette  at  Lourdes,  and 
the  Grotto  thus  contains  the  stat¬ 
ues  of  both.  It  was  greatly 
enlarged  and  an  interior  cave 
added  in  the  summer  of  1 93 1 ... . 

Over  the  summer  [of  1931],  the 
Lourdes  Grotto  that  had  been 
erected  by  the  C.PP.S.  seminar¬ 
ians  in  1898  was  enlarged  to  its 
present  dimensions.  The  stones 
for  the  structure  were  gathered 
from  the  College  farm  and  neigh¬ 
boring  farms  and  made  into  a 
beautiful  work  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Father  Albin  Scheidler 
and  Mr.  Meinrad  Parzinger  of 
Columbus,  Ohio.  The  skilled 
combination  of  arches,  lagoons, 
waterfalls,  statues,  flowers, 
evergreens,  shrubbery,  rock 
gardens,  lights,  and  bypaths 
created  an  artistic  effect.  The  new 
Grotto  was  dedicated  on 
November  15th  by  Father 
Bernard  (formerly  “Faustin”) 
Ersing,  who  as  a  student  had  been 
responsible  for  the  building  of 
the  old  one.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  Father  Ildephonse 
Rapp.

“WHY  I 
CHOSE

Today,  Caryn  (Frangella)  Torres  ’00 
is  the  marketing  manager  for  Water 
Tower  Place  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  one 
of  the  most  popular  tourist  attractions  in  the 
city.  She  has  a  number  of  decisions  to  make 
every  day,  ranging  from  how  she  should  pitch 
a  story  to  which  advertising  companies  she 
should  work  with.  However,  in  1996,  Torres 
was  faced  with  a  different  kind  of  decision: 
where  to  attend  college.  She  knew  she  wanted 
to  study  communication,  but  she  wasn’t  sure 
where-that  is,  until  she  visited  SJC. 

“I  was  surprised  by  the  amount  of  personal 
attention  I  received  during  my  campus  visit,” 
she  said.  “I  met  with  students,  and  I  got  a  real 
feel  for  the  College’s  atmosphere.  I  even  met 
with  professors  in  the  Communication 
Department,  who  told  me  about  the  opportu¬ 
nities  I  could  take  advantage  of  and  the  kinds 
of  course  offerings  they  had.  That  really  sold 
me  on  the  school.”  She  added,  “I  didn’t  have 
my  mind  made  up  whether  to  attend  a  small 
school  or  a  large  school,  but  at  SJC,  I  saw 
what  an  impression  a  professor  could  make 
on  a  student  as  an  individual.  I  knew  having 
four  years  of  that  would  have  a  great  impact 
on  me.” 

Once  enrolled  at  SJC,  Torres  immersed 
herself  into  college  life.  She  joined  the 
forensics  team  and  competed  in  tournaments 
throughout  the  Midwest,  for  which  she 
delivered  numerous  speeches  and  therefore 
strengthened  her  impromptu  speaking  skills. 
She  was  involved  with  the  campus  radio  and 
television  stations.  She  also  landed  three  intern¬ 
ships.  One  of  them  was  for  WLFI-TV  in 
Lafayette,  Indiana,  where  alumna  Virginia 
Johnson  ’93  served  as  her  mentor.  Her  job 
duties  included  writing  copy  for  evening  news¬ 
casts,  gathering  information  and  conducting 
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interviews  for  other  reporters,  and  editing  footage. 
“It  was  very  exciting,  but  it  didn’t  suit  me  the  way 
I  thought  it  would,”  Torres  said.  “After  that  intern¬ 
ship,  I  became  more  interested  in  the  marketing 
and  public  relations  side  of  communication.”  She 
also  interned  with  the  Jasper  County  chapter  of 
Habitat  for  Humanity,  for  which  she  served  as  a 
public  relations  spokesperson,  as  well  as  with  SJC’s 
Office  of  Admissions. 

Torres  was  hired  as  a  marketing 
coordinator  for  Water  Tower 
Place  in  2001,  where  she  worked 
under  the  guidance  of  a  manager 
who  also  supervised  marketing 
relations  for  two  malls  on 
Michigan  Avenue.  Less  than  a 
year  later,  the  properties  were 
sold  to  different  developers, 

Torres’  boss  transferred  to 
another  mall,  and  Water  Tower 
Place  was  left  without  a 
manager.  Torres  said  she  had  to 
prove  to  her  superiors  that  she 
was  right  for  the  job.  “I  was 
young,  and  I  hadn’t  been  out  of 
school  very  long,  so  they  were 
hesitant  to  promote  me  right 
away,”  she  said.  “I  had  to  work 
hard  to  show  them  that  I  could 
do  the  job  and  do  it  well.” 


Torres  loves  her  job  and  the 
variety  it  brings  to  her  workday.  “One  day  I’m 
working  with  the  media,  and  the  next  I’m 
designing  an  advertising  campaign.  It  keeps  me 
interested,”  she  said.  She  noted  that  the  skills 
she  uses  at  work  every  day  were  developed  at 
SJC,  particularly  through  the  Core  Program. 

“When  students  graduate  from  college,  they’re 
supposed  to  be  experts  in  their  majors,”  she 


explained.  “But  because  of  the  Core  Program, 
I’m  more  intelligent  in  subjects  outside  of  my 
major.  The  extensive  reading  and  writing  I  did 
was  also  a  tremendous  benefit,  and  that  kind 
of  well-rounded,  liberal  arts  education  gave 
me  the  wherewithal  to  be  confident  in  any  kind 
of  situation.  When  I  make  a  presentation  for  a 
board  of  directors,  I’m  able  to  feel  comfort¬ 
able  and  confident  in  myself.” 

She  also  credits  her  success  to 
the  number  of  professors  who 
guided  her  along  the  way.  “In 
class,  I  was  constantly  placed 
in  situations  where  I  had  to 
develop  my  thoughts  and 
articulate  [them],”  she  said, 
“and  that  helped  me  develop 
confidence  in  my  skills.” 

It  also  helped  that  SJC  faculty 
members  were  accessible 
outside  of  the  classroom.  “My 
professors  really  took  a  strong 
interest  in  me  as  an  individual 
and  in  what  path  I  wanted  to 
take  [after  college].  They  were 
there  to  help  me  better  under¬ 
stand  a  course  and  would  stick 
around  to  talk  to  me  30 
minutes  after  class  was  over.” 


Torres  added,  “Being  at  a 
smaller  school  really  helps  to  shape  you  as 
an  individual,  and  when  you  get  to  your 
junior  and  senior  years,  it  helps  you  get  that 
‘foot  in  the  door’  you  need  to  land  that  first 
job.  If  I’d  gone  to  a  college  with  thousands  of 
students,  my  professors  might  not  have  known 
what  I  was  interested  in,  and  the  opportuni¬ 
ties  I  had  [at  SJC]  might  not  have  been  there.”

For  Professor  Emeritus  of  Biology  Andrew  Mehall, 
who  left  SJC  after  more  than  thirty  years  of  teach¬ 
ing,  it  seems  as  though  the  best  thing  to  do  during 
retirement  is  work. 


After  Mehall's  departure  from  the  College  in  1992,  he 
and  his  wife,  Julia,  relocated  to  Indianapolis.  However, 
he  found  himself  becoming  restless  at  home.  “I 
realized  that  if  I  continued  to  stay  at  home,  I’d  drive 
both  myself  and  my  wife  crazy,”  he  laughed.  He  signed 
up  to  be  a  volunteer  guide  for  the  Eiteljorg  Museum  of 
Western  and  Native  American  Art  downtown,  spend¬ 
ing  two  to  three  days  a  week  leading  tours  through  the 
museum.  After  two  years,  he  accepted  a  paid  position 
as  an  education  assistant.  “I  organized  and  scheduled 
tours  for  school  groups,  and  I  helped  organize  some  of 
the  temporary  exhibits,”  he  explained. 

Heart  bypass  surgery  forced  him  to  leave  the  Museum 
in  early  200 1 ,  but  he  recovered  quickly  and,  once  again, 
began  searching  for  a  way  to  occupy  his  time.  It  so 
happened  that  a  Barnes  and  Noble  bookstore  had 
recently  opened  up  in  Avon,  Indiana,  just  miles  away 
from  his  home.  By  October,  Mehall  was  settled  in  his 
latest  job. 

Mehall  often  thinks  about  the  students  he  taught  at  SJC 
and  wonders  how  they’re  doing.

I  began  working  at  Saint  Joseph's  College  as 
a  reference  librarian  in  1990  and  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  library  director  in  1991.  At  the 
moment,  my  most  exciting  project  is  the 
implementation  of  SJC’s  new  online  library 
system.  This  new  system  provides  a  variety 
of  features  and  improves  access  to  library 
resources.  We  are  in  the  training  and  testing 
phase  at  this  point  and  expect  to  have  the 
system  ready  for  student  and  faculty  use  by 
August  2003. 
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As  a  sports  editor  and  col¬ 
umnist,  winner  of  six 
Virginia  Press  Association 
Awards,  and  receiver  of  two 
first-place  nods  for  excellence 
in  sports-column  writing,  Jim 
Sacco  ’97  believes  it  is  his 
willingness  to  break  away 
from  the  conventional  that  has 
been  most  helpful  to  his  ca¬ 
reer.  He  certainly  broke  into 
the  profession  in  an  unconven¬ 
tional  way.  “I  had  been  fea¬ 
tures  editor  and  a  columnist 
for  Stuff  [the  student-produced 
campus  newspaper  currently 
known  as  The  Observer],  and 
I  knew  I  liked  doing  that.  I  wanted  to  be  on 
the  East  Coast,  so  I  went  and  looked  up  infor¬ 
mation  for  every  newspaper  in  Maryland, 
North  Carolina,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia. 
I  sent  my  resume  to  every  paper.” 

Despite  the  fact  that  Sacco  graduated  with 
degrees  in  History  and  Political  Science  and 
had  never  written  a  story,  he  was  soon  hired 
as  a  news  reporter  for  the  Manassas  Journal 


Messenger’s  cops  and 
courts  beat,  covering  acci¬ 
dent  scenes  for  a  year  and 
a  half.  “It  was  an  eye-open¬ 
ing  experience,”  he  said. 
“After  a  while,  I  found  my¬ 
self  thinking,  ‘I  hope 
someone’s  hurt;  that  would 
make  a  great  story.’  Then  I 
would  think,  ‘How  can  I  say 
that?  That’s  so  wrong.’  It  was 
a  moral  struggle.”  It  was  that 
struggle  that  eventually 
turned  his  attention  to  sports. 


Today,  Sacco  is  a  sports  edi¬ 
tor  and  columnist  for  the 
Waynesboro  News  Virginian  and  has  won  eight 
awards  for  his  “unconventional”  writing  and  page 
design.  A  self-described  “Civil  War  buff,”  he  is 
also  peddling  a  historical  fiction  book  about  the 
war  to  publishers.  “I  just  never  accepted  normal,” 
Sacco  explained,  adding,  “  I  was  called  a  ‘burn¬ 
out’  and  a  ‘partier.’  I  dyed  my  hair  and  put  six 
holes  in  my  ears,  and  look  at  me  now.  I’m  the 
boss  of  a  65-year-old  and  50-year-old  man.”  You 
can  hear  the  smile  in  his  words.  “Life  is  great.”
